Ilia department of her organizatipni 
has discovered tliat the housing pro- 
visiiiua In Boston— rciiuirements con- 
cerning light, ■ .nlilatinn . and aaiii- 
tation in tenements and other dwell- 
ings—are tibout 10 years behind those 
of other American cities. 

She tiild that in times such as these, 
when the countiy is at war, citizens 
should be doiiis their very utmost 
to conserve life at home, and that 
the first and best way to accomplish 
tliis is by improving the housing con- 
ditiuiis 

"Housing standards in the iirefaent 
bnlMlng code ami health ordinances 
of Bos' on are far below the standards 
of other cities in the country," said 
Mrs. Wood. "In the interest of pub-| 
lie liealth and good citizenshii), Boston' 
should have ji housing law with the' 
standards at least equal to iho.se found 
in other cities of the Cnited States." 

Mrs. Woods stated that, while no 
delinite plans of procedure had yet 
been inapiied out by the Woman's 
i>....... 1. li r.cai;uc, the mcmbera 

though it advi.jable to get together 
the nucleus of an act In regard to 
the bousing of the people in this city.

The two lots which the city will buy I 
have a total of •i7(i2 square feet and' 
they are iissesaed for $117,000.

tations, Mr. Coakley said, the Mayor 
had received ami had accepted when 
the Japanese war mission was m 
Bo^^ton somf weeks since. Atty. 
Hsnry F. Hurlburt, special counsel (or 
the Finance Commission, told the com- 
mission that the Ma -or had bear, regu- 
larly su.-nmoned. tUat he would prove 
this by Constable Robert Reid, that tti 
Mayor's attitude tov,'ard the Finance 
r""m mission was tl;at the Finance 
Commission should be scorned. He 
declared v.hat he wanted the commis- 
sion to give his permission to appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the State and 
ask it to serve an order on the Mayor, 
adjudging him in coniompt. 

Attorney Coakley vi,(;orously Op- 
- posed this action. He declared that; 
I the Mayor had doomed his N'ew York 
1 enKa.gement vital and that he had no 
I intention in the world of slighting the 
i commisision or ignoring it as .Attor- 
! ney Hurll)urt had declared. , I 

I f'inally after a prolonged confer- 
ence the commission, after consulting 
Mr. Hurlburt and Mr. Coakley, an- 
nounced that it would adjourn until 
tomorrow mornin.tt at 9:30 when the 
Mayor is to bo present. 

Mr. Coakley gave the commission 
his own personal promise that the 
Mayor would be present to take the 
witness stand tomorrow morning to 
answer Mr. Hurlbart's questions.

It means new Btmots and aewera wherever the building ot 
new homes makes them necessary. It means better coUeo- 
tion of ashes and garbage, under a aystem that will glvB 
real service to the householder and not hamper him with 
petty expense and bother. It means more playgrounds, 
municipal buildings, gymnasiums and civic centrea. It 
means tho constant improvement of the public parks. It 
moans Intelligent liberality so that the present parks 
and playgrounds and other similar municipal facilities 
may bo used to the sdvantage of the greatest number of 
people.

Peters Criticised the Action 

A K'cclc a^o polltician.'S ho.<rd that city 
employees were contrii.nitlns to the cam- 
paign, but such a revelation was r'ot at all ' 
unusual in Boston politics.

Andrew J. Peters, randldste for mav.or, 
heard the story i.nd in a statement to the

misfonune. It was tolcl that one salaried 
employe* had reported the matter <o tha 
h"ad(iiJ,i.rtora ol the Good Gov.«rnmftr;t A.s- 
aociatlon, declaring that to he ansessea

oost.T of Uviny was a shame, of wluc:h 
pi blic notice should be taken. 

Whrn other employees had told of their 
aesesament.-i, lawyers scanned the statiitcs 
to find if any such demand was illegal. Mr. 
Peters declared that he knew ot no law 
that was being violated by such practice, 
bur. there is a Federal statute that pre- 
vents any such dema;nd upon Federal em- 
ployees. 

Contjary to the impression which many 
persons enter'r-in, city salaries are ".ot 
large. Sclentlllc adjustments nave never 
il)een made to an appreciable cxte-it, and 
men in' responsible positions where similar 
eivork in banking or huKiness concerns 
would call for twice or thKie times their 
fcalaries have been obll'je*! lo be ccn^ent. 
with a slight increase from time to time. 

May Have to Borrow to Meet Demand 

The annual appropriation hill pas.sed this 
year provided for many ?in(> ,«alary in- 
creases to go Into elTfict on J\ine 1. It was 
as.serted in the City Council hearings at the 
time that many of these employees had not 
received a salary adv.^t-ice in ten or mere 
years, tlie majority of the advances a.ffect- 
Ing men receiving less than ,f,18iK) a year. 
Today's story has it that all tiiese men are 
cxpfi'.'ted to surrender the entire $10i) for 
the present ^'ear, and how many of them 
are going to do it without reporting to loans 
is a question. 

Money from Anti-Curley Men 

No written request has been made for 
these contributions, it is asserted.

To expect a Civil Service em- 
ployee, who hir earned his position by com ■ 
potit'vc examination, to share tn polltl- 
o?J campaiirnlnK is, to say the least, thoo- 
reiicnlly unsound. 

Way to Niche in Hall of F-ama

There 
v'ii; be scores of employees, of course, who 
will tell their superiors that by no means 
in their power are they able to comply.
